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Who Tells of Experiences as Prisoner 
of, War. In Germany; -Bears Testi-

W. Frost, one pf. our, esteemed’ towns- 
men, gave: a vivid story of his experi- 


many for three: years. There wasia 
good’ audience: which: thoroughly’ en- 
joyed the first:hand’ information which 
Mr. Frost was ‘able to: give. 

In his: opening remarks Mr. Frost 
stated that:he‘did not presume to be 
a lecturer, and this:Wwas quite an ini- 
tial experience: for him. He plunged 
right into the heart, of his subject 
without’ recalling, any of his experi- 
ences prior. to the engagement in 
This 


attack when the’ ,Canadians were 
taken entirely’ by’ surprise with this 
new type of-frightfulness that was 
turned loose upon them. Mr. Frost 
was gassed and:,wounded slightly; on 
the morning of the third day he was 
captured and marched to  Statten, 
being compelled to carry a wounded 
Belgian officer as he went, despite his 
almost exhausted: condition at - that 
time. A's they went, every place was 
full of men, guns and appliances of 
every. kind; why the.Germans did not 
press on was the mystery when they 
had such a small force opposing them. 
Surely they did-not: know what scanty 
pecs and equipment the Canadians 
had. ‘ ’ 

It .was .not..surprising, then, that 


new-found Canadian; prisoner as to 
how many Canadian, troops were oppo- 
sing them, | Mr.. Frost was a very 
poor: prospect to get; very much rell- 
able -information from on this par- 
ticular subject, ‘judging from the con- 
versation that took place as related 
by him. The:Germans were very 
anxious to know if:the whole 35,000 
Canadians happened. to be at that 
particular point, ‘Although sick, he 
was struck violently with the butt of 
a rifle. Salle 

He was then brought to Rouliers 
with others in ‘box /cars. The sick 
and wounded Canadians were ‘ined 
up alternately with French Colonials 
and photographed as the “Copper Col- 
ored Canadians,” and the photos 
were circulated throughout Germany. 
Thence he was taken on to Meshed, 
arriving there 3 days after his cap- 
ture, without having had any thing to 
eat in the interval. ‘Even then they 
got very little. 

Mr. Frost, assured: his audience that 
the Germans were not all bad, though 
{t-would. seem fromvhis.-:story. that 
some were’ sufficienfly degraded to 
make up for all the-others, for he was 
made to suffer all kinds of indignities 
at their hands. 

At Giessen he was picked for work 
as being one of the able-bodied 
prisoners taken. Great blotches of 
paint were dobbed on his vlothes so 
that he could be easily identified. but 
they could not tame the spirit of. the 
mar, that declareq “I am a_ Briton 
yet.” He was sent out to the Gov- 
ernment Farm, and because they re- 
quired him to work hard they had to 
feed him batter than they had done 
vrior to this time. Frost tried to es- 
cape. He started off without food, 
depending on what fruit and other 
nourishment he could pick up along 
‘the road. After making his- way for 
11 days he was captured. He was 
thrown into prison for 21 days, mark- 
ed as a desperate character, and put 
to work again. The Canadian Red 
Cross parcels came to their rescue. 
and as a result they were the best fed 
people in Germany. Sometimes the 
parcels miscarried, but as a rule came 
to hand alright. Frost also received 
a new suit from London through the 
same agency. A - 

By a little manipulation, he succeed- 
ed in béing sent to work at, an officers’ 
camp at Friedburg, and was soon put 
in charge of the dining room. A Cana- 
dian Flying Corps Officer, Capt. Walk- 
er, came to Frost with the proposal 
that Frost assist him to escape in 
view of the. fact that he had some 
valuable information that he wanted 
to get to the British authorities. The 
story of how this was accomplished. 
how Walker was dumped out in a box 
of garbage, and how the plan would 
have been a dismal failure only for a 
clever ruse in attracting the guard’s 
attention in another direction at a 
critical moment, was one of the most 
‘stirring parts of the story. All went 
well for several days, till Frost was 
surprised to find that he was accused 
of assisting Capt. Walker to escape. 
and was imprisoned in a cell so small 
that he was unable to lie down; he 
was kept for 21 days. > 

He was sent to a stone quarry, 
where he had to fill trucks with heavy 
stone. He made another attempt to 
escape, and got away to within 11 mil- 
és of the border. He was recaptured 
and taken back. Just about this time 
an agreement was reached between 
the British and German governments 
thatnon-com. officers would not be com- 
nelled to work: this brought some re- 
lief to Frost. The Germans used every 
means in their power to gét them to 
volunteer for work. They took the 
parcels away from the prisoners and 
gave them great clogs to wear, in- 
stead of their boots, that were also 
taken away, They were kept in very 
close confinement, but hearing that 
Mr. Gerard, the American Ambassador. 
was about to visit the camp, they suc- 
ceeded in letting a man down from 
an upper window just in time to get 
Mr. Gerard’s ear and tell him of the 
treatment they were getting. Mr. 
Gerard secured the desired relief and 
protection, 

Mr. Frost later made his third at- 
tempt to escape. They succeeded in 
making friends to some extent with 
the flerce dogs that surrounded their 
prison.,. They sawed the iron bars in 
two with cans, a progess that took 
them months to accomplish, and then 
he finally got away and almost reach- 
ed the Holland boundary, when. 
crouching in a ditch, his presence 
was detecteq through a dog that saw 
him there and began to bark. Sent

~ MUSIGAL FESTIVAL 


An Appreciation of a Remarkable~ 
Musical Event 


The 14th Annual Alberta. Musical 
Festival, held in Calgary last week, 
was a remarkable event. ‘Musicians 
assembled from all parts of the prov- 
ince to compete for the various shields 
and medals. . 

In many ways it was as clean a 
piece of amateur sport as could be 
found anywhere. The professional 
was barred, and no cash prizes were 
paid. On the whole the contestants 
took a broad sporting chance, and, win 
or lose, there was the same _ cordial 
friendship. 

The effect of this Festival upon the 
life of the province is difficult to esti- 
mate, Alberta is making a name for 
itself in the musical world, and a very 
enviable name it is, at that. The 
quality shown, especially in the choral 
work, was of the very highest order, 
and elicited the most spontaneous 
praise of the adjudicators. 

The Musical Festival idea js of de- 
cidedly British origin. Such gather- 
ings have contributed to the character 
and culture of the Old Land for many 
years, and are largely responsible for 
the inherent love of real music that 
characterizes the average English- 
the 


man. His strict adherence to 

tried and true in music, as in other 
things, compels him to respect the 
great musical composers, and he 


strives to interpret the musical works 
as the author wrote them, and as he 
intended they should be given. 

The adjudicators chosen for the 
Alberta festivals come from the great 
training grounds of British music. 
In this latest festival Mr. Noble and 
Mr, Hall. though how both residents 
of New York, have long been connect- 
ed with British festivals. Mr. Noble 
was engaged here again this year be- 
cause of the satisfactory work he did 
as adjudicator at the Alberta festival 
in Lethbridge two years ago. These 
men had no sympathy with the popu- 
lar, shall we say American, tendency 
toward extreme liberty in the render- 
ing of musical selections. English, as 
it is spoken, clearly enunciated in 
song to convey the meaning and in- 
tent of the author, was the standard 
thev kept ever before them. 

The festival puts music under the 
severe acid test of accuracy and con- 
formity to type that must characterize 
competitions in any fleld of produc- 
tion or endeavor. The adjudicator 
does not enquira whether the diver- 
gence from the written copy is intend- 
ed as an improvement on the author’s 
work. He plays safe, and scores it as 
an error, regardless of whether the 
audience enjoys the production or 
not. To him it is a competition in 
reproducing the production of the 
author, and not in the composition of 
an ‘improvement, real or imaginary, 
on his work.’ 

Great is the spirit of the men, and 
women, too, who have stood behind 
the festival idea in Alberta all these 
years, often amid great difficulties. 
The example of men like Mr. Bar- 
ford, of Edmonton, father of the 
festival movement in Alberta, is a 
rebuke to the extreme provincialism 
and selfishness that sometimes char- 
acterizes narrow-gauge musicians who 
cannot see any virtue outside Of their 
own individual production or pet or- 
ganization. Barford and the others 
of his tribe possess splendid zeal for 
their own choirs and organizations, 
yet for the interest of good music as 
a whole they will co-operate with 
others in the very best of good 
sportsmanship. Long may the tribe 
continue to flourish. : 

Dr, Noble says that one has to come 
west to hear good music. He declared 
that New York with, its several mil- 
ion population could not produce 
choirs to duplicate the magnificent 
performance of three large Calgary 
choirs in the competition last Wed- 
neslay night. It was possible here 
because the members of these choirs 
loved the choirs and loved the work. 
It was a labor of love. As s00n as 
commercialism seized musicians, great 
musical achievement ceased to be a 
possibility. 

Red Deer took a very creditable 
place in the festival, standing fourth, 
both as to number of entries and re- 
sults, Calgary, Edmonton and Leth- 
bridge alone showing to better advan- 
tage. Our standing is largely due to 
the notable achievements of Miss 
Dora Soderman. Everyone admired 
the pluck of Delia, a mere hamlet, as 
it were, out near Hanna, which last 
year sent its choir to Edmonton and 
this year to Calgary, to compete in 
the festival events. . True sports 
every one of them—those people from 
Delia. ¢ 

The News feels compelled to take 
issue with the sentiment expressed in 
the Advocate last week to the effect 
that Red Deer must depend on_ her 
soloists at the present time in this 
festival competition work. Probably 
there is no other place of its size in 
the west endowed with the same gal- 
axy of musical ability that is to be 
found in Red Deer. Large choirs and 
choruses go from Edmonton to Leth- 
bridge and Calgary. Similarly Leth- 
bridge and Calgary musicians go to 
Edmonton, right past our doors. We 
have the musicians, and we would go 
as organizations if we lived up to 
our privileges. It was not the ques- 
tion of expense that kept Red Deer 
choirs away; it was lack of ca-oper- 
ation. 

During the past winter Red Deer 
had a surfeit of musical organizations, 
with rather more than a suspicion of 
selfish activity shown at times, and 
vet, when the actual opportunity com- 
es to put Red Deer on the musical 
map of the world, we come far short 
of making the best showing trat we 
might have made. Harmony {fs the 
very soul of music, and it is also the 
best expression of the soul of the 
true musician, 

It would be a grand thing to see the 
musicians of Req Deer, this next seas- 
on, get together, one and all, in splen- 
did co-operation and harmony. Let 
us forget about individual pettiness 
and factional jealousies; let us plan 
for it, and go tq the next festival de- 
termined to let the world see Red 
Deer at its best musically.

CRERAR MAKES 
AN IMPRESSION 
_IN HIS SPEECH 
ON THE BUDGET 


Leader of Farmers’ Party Shows Vast 
Improvement in Latest Effort. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 18—Mr. T. A. 
Crerar spoke on the budget, Tuesday; 
Mr. King is expected to speak today; 
some one on the government side will 
reply to Mr. King, and thereafter there 
will be no more interest in the debate 
until the vote is taken, which will prob- 
ably be Thursday morning in the 
small hours, the favorite time for 
taking votes. 

The general opinion of .Mr. Crerar’s 
speech is that it was the best effort he 
has made. He put more energy and 
aggressiveness in his delivery than 
usual; had more confidence; and creat: 
ed much enthusiasm among both 
parties on his side of the house. He 
reasserted the Ideal of a preference to 
Great Britain, but said nothing at all 
In reply to the 
criticism of Mr. Meighen of the Far- 
mer party in not having moved their 
platform, he reminded the house that 
4n the moving of amendments the Lib- 
eral opposition had the preference and 
that on a former occasion when agrar- 
fans had attempted to bring in an 
amendment of its own, it had been 
ruled out. 

CRITICIZES MEIGHEN’S SPEECH 


Apparently Mr. Crerar does not like 
the classification which the premier 
has made of his party—"those angular- 
ly opposite.” He denominated the 
budget speech of the premier as “an 
exhibition of cheap political vaude- 
ville’—unusual acerbity for the smil- 
ing leader of the Farmers’ party. 
Usually Mr. Crerar does not attempt 
to assume the offensive in his re- 
marks, contenting himself with an 
elaboration of economic theories in 
which, it must be said, he is not al- 
ways quite at home. Tuesday he left 
George. Mill, Ricardo, and the other 
early fathers of economics severely 
alone, and his speech was all the 
better for it. He also gently asserted 
his independence of the Liberals by 
pointing out that the Farmers had 
stood for their principles against all 
parties in different federal contests 
during the past few years, instancing 
Assiniboia, East Elgin and West 
Peterboro: and the same might be 
said for their record and votes in the 


‘ house, 


TARIFF STAND STILL CLOUDY 


Mr. Crerar, however, failed to make 
any clear-eut declaration of his stand 
on the tariff, such as the premier had 
invited him to do; and his speech was 
marked by three glaring faults. It 
might be said of it that he invoked 


prejudices ' which ‘are always better 
left out ‘of political discussions. In 
referrin‘g to the York-Sunbury con- 
test, hesaid that the government can- 
didate ‘had declared that he, did not 
desire ' Catholic support, a statement 


.] whick: was immediately “called” by 


Premier Meighen, and of which Mr. 
Creray was not prepared to adduce 
proof. He then procéeded to state 
that the Catholic minister of public 
works in the New Brunswick govern- 
ment had been approached to enter 
the Meighen government, which was 
also promptly dtnied and the denial 
accepted. Finally, he appealed, some- 
what briefly but plainly, to the preju- 
dices of Quebec. 


BEST PART OF SPEECH 


Probably the best part of his 
speech, from the standpoint of his 
party, was the comparison he made 
between the exports based on natural 
products on which there is no protec- 
tion and protected manufactures. 
He claimed that of the total exports 
of $1,190,000,000 from Canada last 
year, $945,600,000 were based on the 
natural products of the country, in- 
cluding the farm, forests, mines and 
fisheries, and that it was “the height 
of economic folly” for Canada _ to 
place high duties on industries not 
based on the natural resources of the 
country. 

Finally, he urged economy. He fail- 
ed to find the surplus which the min- 
ister of finance had declared, claiming 
{t was produced by charging to capital 
what should have been charged to in- 
come, and predicted that, unless ex- 
penditures were rigidly curtailed, the 
decreasing revenue already indicated 
by the April customs returns would 
leave a heavy deficit. Following the 
line of Mr. Davis, the member for 
Neepawa, he urged the government to 
make provision for refunding loans 
amounting to over half a billion with- 
in the next four years.

ACCUSED OF ENCOURAGING 
RACE SUICIDE 


An insurance company which an- 
nounced a_ schedule of “marriage 
risks” may be suppressed by _ the 
French government on the ground 
that it encourages race suicides. The 
company offered to insure any young 
girl from the age of 16 up, for a few 
sous a day “against marriage.” If 
the girl found no husband when she 
reached 35 years of age the company 
agreed to pay her a monthly income 
to take the place of the earning 
powers of a husband. Another plan 
insured young brides against deser- 
tion by. their husbands. Government 
investigators pronounced against the 
plan, because they said many girls 
would prefer to take the certain in- 
come at the age of 35 rather than run 
the uncertain risks of marriage.

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THE WORK OF THE CANADIAN 
RED CROSS 


There {s no ovganization in the 
British Empire that is deserving of 
more support than the Canadian Red 
Cross Society. 

Every citizen of Red Deer should 
be at the meeting in the city hall on 
Thursday evening, at 8 o'clock, to hear 
the address of Mrs, Mary E. Waagen, 
Hon. Provincial Secretary of the or- 
ganization, on “Peace Time Work.” 

A Red Cross worker in one of the 
primitive sections of the west made a 
discovery last summer. She visited 
a saw-mill camp and, while there, 
discovered two men, one of whom had 
chopped half his foot off with his axe 
and was unable to get any treatment 
for it. The other had suffered a kick 
in the chin from a mule and the jaw 
bone was broken. He was unable to 
get the bone set. Both travelled 30 
miles to a place where they hoped to 
find a doctor and they travelled in 
vain. When they arrived there they 


were all in. They were put to bed 


-and remained there until, as in the 


case of the animals, their hurts healed 
and they were able to go back to their 
work. The net result of their failure 
to receive attention at the proper 
time, or indeed at any time, is that 
one will limp badly for life and the 
other will have a terribly disfigured 
face. 

The Req Cross, organized for peace, 
will, by its guidance and expert ad- 
vice. make it possible for all such far 
away communities to have something 
like adequate medical and nursing 


‘ attention by equipping hospitals and 


nurses’ quarters and providing suit- 
able surgical and medical supplies for 
the treatment of all such and similar 
cases, whether of accident, disease or 
what jot. 

Not only that, but the Red Cross 
aims to give lessons In first aid to the 
sick and injured ang to teach people 
who, by reason of the nature of their 
occupations, must live far from med- 
ical and nursing aid, just what they 
should do to aid sufferers who come 
within the zone of their influence. 

The Red Cross, it is realized, is 
needed more now than at any otLer 
time in the history of the country and 
ft is earnestly hoped by those who are 
endeayoring to organize the humani- 
«carian forces of the world that West- 
ern Canadians to the very last man 
and woman, boy or girl, will join the 
Red Cross when the campaign is on 
from June 65 to 11. 

Canada expects to enroll every 
loyal man and woman in the Red 
Cross next June; to accomplish it by 
a wide spread simultaneous canvass 
of every district, hamlet and city 
block. It asks the citizens to become 
members of the Society, to inscribe 
zheir names on its roll, and to pay an 
annual fee of $1.00—the und which is 
to maintain and carry on the work of 
the Red Cross from year to year. 

But be sure to hear Mrs. Waagen 
Thursday night. as we feel sure Red 
Deer will not be behind the rest of 
the province in the good work when 
all the faets are made known.

Parliament .is being hurried to the 
close. The Prime Minister is ‘going 
to the copference of.premiers in June, 
and he cannot leave the House _sit- 
ting. ‘There is nothing important 
anyway. The budget is necessarily 
devoid of changes calculated ‘to ex- 
cite prolonged debate.. Ten days 
ought to be enough to give time to 
those who feel they must : always 
make a speech at that time. The 
trade and tariff situation in the Unit- 
ed States is given as the reason for 
marking-time in Canada. Probably 
that is good policy. This country. 
must, whether we, like it or not, be 
regulated in its trade policy by what 
the Republic does. At present it 
looks as if the U. S, tariff will be 
increased all round. That country is 
feeling. the pinch of. German competi- 
tion to such a degree that drastic 
measures are proposed. It may re- 
act against Canada, and that will 
make our problems more acute. 


The session has not been prolific in 
important legislation. Its most notable 
feature has been the discussion of 
resolutions that had no place in the 
government’s programme, Private 
members have introduced all sorts of 
subjects only to spend a day in debate 
and then withdrew. About twenty 
sessions have been occupied in that 
way. .On many occasions the Opposi- 


tion has tested the strength of the 


government by amendments intended 
to show the country how the majority 
behind the administration is dwind- 
ling. The Union Government had a 
lead of seventy when it was elected 
in 1917. Now it has a majority of 
only 24, if every seat were occupied. 
That is cutting down with a ven- 
geance. It is accounted for largely, 
but not entirely, by the formation of 
the Farmer group. That accounts 
for something more than half the 
shrinkage. The rest is made up by 
old-time Liberals like Mr. Fielding, 
Mr. A. K. McLean, Mr. Pardee, and 
Mr. Davis of Neepawa, crossing the 
floor.

The Government party has also lost 
heavily by illness and death. Among 
those who have died since last ses- 
siuon were, H. F. McLeod of York, N. 
B.; Marshall of Hast Elgin; Tom. Wal- 
lace of West York, and there are at 
least a dozen so ill that they have not 
been in attendance during the ses- 
sion. The difficulty the government 
has in winning bye-elections makes 
the prospects of being able to hold an- 
other session doubtful. Therefore a 
general election in the fall is a possi- 
bility, but it will not occur if it can 
be avoided. The government wants 
to get the advantage of a redistribu- 
tion of constituencies before going to 
the polls, and no doubt will strive to 
accomplish that.

If, as it 
is predicted, the government can win 
Yamaska, York-Sunbury, and West 
York, it will be encouraged to go on 
to the bitter end of its term. In that 
event the next session will be a red 
hot one, for-all-parties will be mak- 
ing campaign speeches every day, and 
all playing for advantage in the in- 
evitable election. «~

The-attempt-to amend the Civil Ser. 
vice’ Act is meeting, with intense op- 
position. Just the same it is the sen- 
sible thing to ‘do. Experience has 
proved the necessity, of important 
changes. - The act as it stands depriv 
es Parliament of all authority over 
the Civil Service. As the administra- 
tion must be responsible to the people 
for the service, it follows that it 
should have its employees under con- 
trol. No civil servant now cares a 
hoot for his minister. Iie looks to 
the Civil Service Commission as his 
employer. Consequently ministertal 
authority is flouted and discipline is 
destroyed. Parliament went alto- 
gether too far in passing the present 
act. That being plain, the only reas- 
onable course is to amend it. As the 
member for West Toronto said in the 
debate, the most that can be done to 
reform the service is to be sure no 
person is appointed who is not need- 
ed, ang to ascertain that those who are 
appointed are qualified. These two 
points can be guarded by requiring 
a certificate from the deputy minister 
that an official is needed, and submit- 
ting every person recommended for 
appointment to examination. That is 
all that can be obtained, and it is all 
that is required. The act is now be- 
fore a Special Committee, but wheth- 
er that Committee will report before
